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Big  Horn  County 


Located  in  southeastern  Montana,  Big  Horn  County  is  Montana's  1 6th 
most  populous  with  1 1,337  residents,  according  to  the  1990  Census. 

Hardin,  the  county  seat,  is  the  state's  23rd  largest  city  with  a  popula- 
tion of  2,940.  Big  Horn  County  is  home  to  the  Crow  Indian  Reserva- 
tion, Montana's  largest.  The  Cheyenne  Reservation  borders  the  Crow 
on  the  east.  The  Little  Bighorn  National  Monument  is  southeast  of 
Hardin  and  memorializes  those  who  died  when  Lt.  Col.  George  A. 
Custer  and  his  troops  were  defeated  by  Sioux  and  Cheyenne  warriors  on 
June  25, 1 876.  The  county  is  rich  in  coal  resources  and  coal  mining  was 
the  fifth  largest  industry  in  1995. 

According  to  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census,  median  income  for 
Custer  County  households  in  1989  was  $19, 101.  The  county  is  5,014.7 
square  miles  in  area;  4,994.9  square  miles  in  land  area  and  19.8  in  inland 
water  area. 


County  residents  experience  the  four  distinct  seasons.  Average 
monthly  temperatures  range  from  a  minimum  of  1 3  degrees  above  in 
January  to  a  maximum  of  84  degrees  above  in  July.  The  annual  average 
precipitation  is  14.85  inches  and  the  average  growing  season  135  days.
